The 39-year-old Navy com m and­ 
er m et with fellow astronauts and 


U.S. space officials aboard the 
aircraft ca rrier K earsarge to dis­ 
cuss the technical aspects of the 
flight, which ended trium phantly 
when Schirra landed about four 
m iles aw ay from the c a rrie r in 
a pin-point display by the U S 
space team . 


After today’s m eeting, Lt. Col. 
John A. Pow ers said that Schirra 
felt he w as too com m itted to com 
m unications with ground stations 
during the flight. 


Pow ers said tho telem inute sta ­ 
tion at Quito, E cuador, had asked 
for “ greetings to South A m erica" 
during a period when Schirra w as 
intently studying the drift possi­ 
bilities of the spaceship. The a s­ 
tronaut broke off his studies long 
enough to reply “ Buenos Dias 
you all.”

O ther difficulties in the n ear­ 
perfect flight outlined by Schirra 
included 
a 
m inor 
tem perature 
control problem in his suit, two 
self-confessed “ g o o fs’ which he 
instantly corrected, and the cloud 
cover which prevented his pho­ 
tographing anything except B aja 
California, with his hand cam era. 


The two slip-ups occurred after 
he did not arrange switches prop­ 
erly which resulted in a few sec­ 
onds of “ double authority.” dur-

The angry assem bly, haunted 


by

ghost of Napoleon

*ent the governm ent down to hu­ 
m iliating defeat in a censure mo­ 
tion shortly before dawn. The as­ 
sem bly revolt w as prim arily d i­ 
rected against De Gaulle although 
the president him self could not 
he ousted from office by such a 
vote. 


De Gaulle did not even stay up 
to hear the results of the vote. 
He w as sleeping soundly at the 
Elysee P alace and w as informed 
only when he awoke that the gov­ 
ernm ent had fallen. 


Instead of rem aining in P aris 
to deal with the crisis, De Gaulle 
took a train to R heim s this m orn­ 
ing to observe F ran ce’s biggest 
porstw ar arm y m aneuvers being 
held in the cham pagne country of 
eastern France,

C urtin pointed to 
his record in Congress as the 
reason why he should be sent 
back to W ashington. 


M ichener contended th at as a 
Congressm an he could do m ore 
for 
the .district 
«Bucks-Lehigh• 
than Curtin. 


Both 
candidates 
appeared 
to 
agree on a s m any issues as they 
disagreed and the m eeting w as 
lacking in any heated exchanges. 


Home-Spun Representative 


Curt rn and M ichener berth pur­ 
sued the them e that they have 
been following during their c am ­ 
paigns. C urtin preaem ed him self 


as 
a 
home-spun 
representative 
who p refers to be rn the Eighth 
Congressional D istrict as often as 
possible in o rd er “ to m eet the 
people and h ear th eir problem s." 


“ Our philosophies of living dif­ 
fer g reatly ,” C urtin said, “ My op­ 
ponent is a world trav eler and 
had a lengthy sojourn in Hawaii 
which produced a successful nov­ 
el I prefer to live in this a re a .” 


M ichener said t h a t ho w as 
proud of his worldwide travels 
and said th at this afforded in­ 
sight and experience in coping 
w ith problem s of foreign afiairs. 
“ the nation's m ajo r concern.'' 


“(linger Ale Bov” 


M ichener denied a charge by 
C urtin th at he planned to enter 
the “ social sw im ” of W ashington 
M ichener said he h as worked hard 
throughout his life and his elec­ 
tion would not suddenly m ake him 
“ lazy or a party-goer.

said, 


M ichener also said that if he 
had been in Congress during the 
last session he would have voted 
for m edicare, for a change in the 
taxes, against the farm bills and 
against a seven per cent tax al­ 
low ance for industrial plants. 


M ichener w as the first to speak 
and in his 10-minute address said 
th at he endorsed the Kennedy Ad­ 
m inistration's policies and cited 
this as one of the best reasons 
for sending him to Congress. 


Would Never Dictate 


"H ow ever,” he said, “ the P res­ 
ident would never d ictate to m e 
how to vote on any issue.” 
Citing his experience as a busi­ 
nessman, teacher, econom ist and 
friend of m any governm ent offi- 
t als, M ichener said th at he would 
be rn a position to do m ore for 
Bucks County. 


U nder the ground rules set up 
by R obert H. LippincoU, Doyles­ 
town, program chairm an for tho 
Bucks County Board of R ealtors. 
M ichener 
also 
had 
the 
hist 


chance to speak in a five-m inute 
rebuttal. E ach candidate wa§ al­ 


lowed IO m inutes to present his 
platform and five m inutes for a 
rebuttal speech. 


“ Important Part” 


Curtm pointed to his experience 
as district attorney and assist­ 
ant district attorney over a 14 
y ear span in the county and as a 
three-term Congressm an 


"I have had an im portant p art 
rn putting together m any of the 
bills that have been passed by 
C ongress,” Curtin said. 
C urtin said th a t he regretted 
th at he w as not able to be in 
the nation’s c a p ita l 


“They are voting on the trad e 
bill tonight and I'm afraid m y 
97 per cent attendance record is 
going to suffer. However Utile did 
I think th at Congress would still 
be in session when I com m itted 
m yself to tonight's d eb ate.” 


C urtin pointed out th at he was 
a m em ber of the Interstate and 


Foreign 
C om m erce 
C om m ittee. 
He cited the satellite com m unica­ 


tions bill an<j the drug control bill 
which cam e out of the com m ittee 


as w’ell as a bill to aid businesses 
and dental and m edical students. 


During the 87th Congress Curtin 


said he had introduced 21 bills 
and 14 resolutions, 


M ichener, in his rebuttal, a t­ 
tacked C urtin’s accom plishm ents 
and said: “ No action has been 
taken on any bill that m y oppon­ 
ent 
has 
introduced.” 
He 
de- 
scribed C urtin's m edicare bill as a 
“ third-hand bill” and a “device 
to get him self into the eyes of 
the public. He sim ply wanted to 
under-cut 
m y 
bill," 
M ichener 
said. 
M ichener said that C urtm ’s bill 
w as rew ritten from two previous 
bills. 


"I prom ised to introduce m y 
own bill if elected to C ongress," 
M ichener said. Curtin did not get
